city has for years tolerated is neither 
a thing of beauty nor a joy for even 
fifteen minutes.

speaking, a railroad station; 
it 
is 


hardly even an apology. 
It serves to 


keep off the raisn 
when 
passengers 


are forcjfi,.tp~\valt for trains, but it of- 
fers neither comfort nor convenience. 
It Is, ,to speak plainly 
and 
frankly, 


the"limit. ',. 


From'tlrrie tcr time, we have heard 


rurriors that the Boston and 
Maine 


y/as'threatened with 
an 
attack of 


generosity 'and that Portsmouth v,as 
really to have a new railroad station. 
Invariably, however, the fond hopes 
raised by these rumors 
have 
been 


rudely dashed. 
The old station still 


stands where it has always stood and 
there Is no indication that it will 
be 


replaced by another 
until 
it falls to 


pieces after the manner of the Dea- 
con's. famp.us one-hoss shay. 


The hope, .that a new station'would 


Ire built this year seems to have 
no 


substantial foundation. 
The 
report 


that: double tracks are 
to 
be 
laid 


across the. Noble's Island bridge, it- 
self a 
decidedly 
dangerous 
place, 


Jeads to the-, belief that the railroad 
company .will expend no more money 
in the .vicinity of Portsmouth. 
The 


new station and that much-talked of 
steel bridge across 
the 
Piscataqua 


appear to have been no more 
than 


dreams. 


The Boston and Maine station

public. 
The 


Vaughan.street crossing is a menace

kind Providence. 
There Is probably 


no more dangerous crossing in Am- 
erica'.. 
If the 
railroad

ernments should force the railroad 
to abolish this crossing before an ap- 
paling tragedy occurs there. 


The approaches to the railroad sta- 


tion, particularly from the Christian
